; dispense with their chauffeurs. He didn't 
! say what would become of the chauffeurs. 
Tho peaceful session, which at timef 
!was enlivened by the mayor's wit and 
i sarcasm, developed this interesting bit 
' of optimism on the mayor's part. He

Direct i5.=;ue with Gov. Ely on hLs 
Interpretation of the law relative to 
the employment of aliens w.^s taken 
today bv Corporation Couii.^el Samuel 
Silverman in a commiinlcation to tlie 
mavor. foUowinR a prevloas opinion that 
waiTantcd tlie discharRO of alien nurses 
from the City hospital. 

The rorporat-.on counsel declares that 
the law of 1914 covens the situation. 
In it's provisions that in all work of 
.^nv branch of tho .siTvicc. state or city, 
citizens must be Riven preference. 

He further opines that the law pa.ssed 
by the la.'^t LeRislature is clearly retro- 
active and does not In any way change 
the complexion of the law. 

Silvemian di.clares the supreme court, 
in 1915 In th" case cf Lee vs. the City 
of Lynn, held tb,!\t city official's are 
rem.ircd to replace alien.'; with citizens. 

He ticclares that in every position, 
employment mid work of any branch 
of the ROvcmmcnt in Ma&'=achuselts, 
citizens shall be gufn the profcrence, 
all other requirements having boon met, 
according to the rulinR of the court. 

Silverman declares that the law ap- 
plies to all employes, whether or not 
under civil service, and that whenever s 
citizen is available and desires em- 
ployment he shall he piven the prefer- 
ence and an alien must lie replaced. 

Frank A. Goodwin, who in a com- 
munication to the Governor the early 
part of the week called attention to 
what lie termed a violation of the law 
on Uie part of Dr. George H. Blgelow.

iloardman took hi.s llsttners from t'no 
field at New York acroa.s an ocean and 
over a continent, then with the Danube 
for a Kuide to ancient Constantinople, 
now Istanbul. And he told of the won- 
derful reception given him by the 
Turkish people and their President, 
Kemal Pash.i. 

Boardman called attention to the fact 
that the load tho plane carried when It 
took off from New York wa.s twice 
the weight of the plane itself. He dis- 
claimed any credit for Polando and 
himself and gave It to the men who de- 
signed and built his Bellanca plane and 
the designers of the Wright motor and 
the Sperry instruments. 

From New York up the coast, he 
Bald, the weather was too good— it was 
BO hot that the wings did not lift as 
well aa they would have done had It 
been cooler. 

Because of the heat Rnd the great 
freight, the motor was put to a great 
strain during the first six or seven 
hours, he said.

CURLEY HOPEFUL 
OF EASY WINTER 
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Mayor Believes Unemploy- 
ment Will Be Less Se- 
vere Than in 1930 

HITS PESSIMISM 

OF U. S. OFFICIALS 



i The coming winter will bo less spvere 
as to unemployment than last winter, 
Mayor Curlev belirvcs. He declared 
yesterday thai he disagreed with the 
pessimistic predictions of President 
Hoover and other ptiblic oflicials. At 
the same tune he outlined an enlarged 
program of public construction and a 
curtailment in administrative expenses 
to be adopted in the event his predic- 
tions prove erroneous. 

The mayor was addl■es.^inK liis de- 
partment heads at the monthly meet- 
ing of hts ofTicial family, on whom he 
urged the nc<'(..sity of economy. In ex- 
pressing hi,s optimistic views concern- 
ing the coming winter, he characterized 
federal attitude as that of "pouring 
ga,soline on the flames" and criticised 
President Hoover a,s "the greatest gaso- 
line pourer the world has ever known," 
The tendency of these ix-.ssimistic ut- 
terances by high offlrials, he said, 
tended to stop t)cople from buying and 
to cause them to hoard their money, 
IhiLs delaying return o; prosperity. 

He termed the movement for com- 
munity chests as a means of relief as 
s.lly and added: 

If President Hoo\er and Gov, Ely 
and all other pcs.simlsts are nght 
that conditions here may reach 
those that forced Great Britain al- 
mast into revolution, there is no 
other way out of it but for private 
cltizeiLs to help, but the situation In

clauffcur. By scrapping tlwse "pleas- 
ure cars" and dLspensing ■with the 
i;c;'vice of the chauffeurs, he i.Tointed 
ou', that $100,000 could be saved the 
c:iy annually.

Reiteration that in liis belief the 1931 
law governing employment of alieni 
In public service is not retroactive was 
made by Gov. Ely last night alter the 
Issuance by Coi-poration Counsel Sam- 
uel Silverman of a statement that the 
Governor's position in the matter is due 
to unfamlliarity with the law and a 
•upreme court decision pertaining to It, 
Silverman challenged the Governor 
t<> sustain by something more acceptable 
than personal opinion his decision that 
•tate laws do not command the re- 
placement of alien employes with cit- 
izens, It is the counsel's judgment that 
the laws make displacement of already 
employed aliens by citizens imperative. 
■whereas Gov, Ely holds the opposite to 
be true. 

The corporation counsel yesterday 
reaffirmed hi,>, decision on the basis of 
\ihich Mayor Curley ordered the dl."-.- 
charge of alien nurses at the City and 
Long island hospitals, in order to satisfy 
the mayor that no error was committed 
In the act. 

As Gov. Ely. who drew a salary of 
|'.!5,000 per year from a prominent Boi- 
ton law firm, had disagreed with Silver- 
man, whose annual stipend is but 
$10,000. the mayor was in somewhat of 
a quandary until Silverman .stepped fortn 
With a statement in which he said 
■without qualification that the Governor 
was entirely in error in his interpreta- 
tion of the laws relating to the employ- 
ment of aliens. 

Apprised of the Silverman statement 
Gov. Ely said; 

I have read the letters of the 
mayor and Corporation Counsel Sil- 
verman. I am sorry to dlfler v.ith 
either. But my opinion remains 
■ unchanged. In the Lee case re- 
ferred to by Mr. Sih'erman the 
euprcme court decided that the 
«tatutes similar to the one in que.s- 
tion are constitutional. I was ad- 
vised of that fact when I apprnved 
the law. The supreme court opin- 
ion licld that (ither consldcrailons 
being equal preference should be 
given to the citizens of the com- 
monwealth. The opinion in tlie 
'. t.ec case expros.sly rcfrain.^; from 
■ deciding whether or not the statute 
' is rctroaetivr. 

In my opinion It was nut the 
expressed Intention of the Legis- 
lature to require the di,';charRc of 
efficient and faithful employes al- 
ready in the public service. I do 
.not propo.se, in tlie ab;ience of posi- 
tive decisions that, 1 am Incorrect, 
to impair the .scivic:- cf our hos- 
pital institutions by di-srupting the 
morale. It must be remembered 
that many thousands of people are 
being cared tor in these Inslltutlon.'i

Silverman expressed the belief that 
the Governor had failed to search all 
of the laws relevant to the issue and 
had confined himself to an amendment 
to existing statute epacled by the Legis- 
lature this year. , ,, j 

Conceding that the Governor failed 
to Study the act passed in 1914 and to 
examine the decision of the supreme 
court in the same year in ihc case of 
Lee vs the Citv of Lynn. Silverman de- 
clared his disagreement with the stand 
of the Governor that the 1931 amend- 
ment Is not retroactive. 

"The language Is clear and nnani- 
blguous" reported Silverman. "By il.s 
terms, in every position, employment 
and work of any branch cf the Rovern- 
ment in Massachu.^ftts, citizens shall 
be given the preference over aliens." 

It is the contention of Silverman that 
whenever a qualified citizen applies for 
a job held by an alien, the latter must 
be displaced. 

DENY ?LAP AT EI.V 

Incidentally. Silverman told the may- 
or, the supreme court decision in IflH 
held that the statute applied to all em- 
ployes of the government regardless of 
civil service status. 

In this connection Silverman pointed 
out that the city .solicitor of Haverhill, 
who has ruled that tlie 1914 statute 
docs not apply to employes who are net 
under civil service, such as nurses, i.s 
entirely in error and apparently has not 
«iudied the ruling of the supreme eom-t. 

On receiving the reaffirmation of Sil- 
verman, the mayor decided that no 



error waa committed w^en t^e noapicai 
nurses were displaced. 

There was vigorous denial that cog- 
nizance had been taken of an opportu- 
nity to take a slap at Gov. Ely and Sil- 
verman was insistent that he had given 
the mayor an opinion, which he is sure 
!.'» in accord with the law, and that he 
will not recede until the Governor or 
Mjme other legal expert proves that he 
was in error. 

VIOLATING LAW 

Chairman Frank A. Goodwin of the 
Boston finance commission, likewise 
took issue with the position taken by 
the Governor on the continuance of 
employing aliens in the state service. 
He agrees with Silverman's interpreta- 
tion of tihe 1914 statute and insists 
that state department heads who keep 
aliens employed in positions for which 
citizens have applied are clearly violat- 
ing the law. 

"It is perfectly clear." he said, "that 
any head of a department today may 
hire an alien If there is no citizen of 
Massachusetts available, but it is equally 
clear that he would have no right to 
continue to employ that alien the mo- 
ment a citizen became available." 

Councilman John P. Dowd of Roxbury 
aubmitted a second request to Atty.- 
Gen. Warner for an opinion on the 
aiien employment statutes. It was indi- 
cated at the attorney-general's depart- 
ment thai the request' will be ignored 
on the ground that its services are 
available only for state department 
heads. 



THE MAYOR'S OPTIMISM 

In the course of a. rather informal conferenre 
wiih hi.'! dopartmrnt lieads yesterday. Mayor 
Curley appears to have taketi President Hoover 
to ta.sk for making elaborate plans for relief 
work during the cominR winter. The mayor, it 
seems, thinks that such preparation i.s un- 
necessary—at loa.st in Boston— and that the 
President \f, abetting the psychological side of 
the dppre,H.sion by his efforf.s. Mr. Hnovrr, ac- 
cording to the mayor, is only making things 
■worse— "pouring ga.solino on the flame.s" wa.s his 
metaphor. Thus vc have the strange and 
somewhat refre.shing picture of a Democrat 
charging the Republican administration at 
Washington with unwarranted pof^simi.sm! If 
this continues, some Dnmocrnt ■n-ill soon be 
denying that there ha,s been any rieprc,s,sion at 
all. 

But while Mr, Curley appeared p;ea,santly 
optimistic regarding conditions next winter, 
Chairman Hecht of the overseers of public wel- 
fare reported that tlie private charitable or- 
ganization.s had reached llic limit of their re- 
sources and that the city must a.s,sunie virtually 
all of the biu-den of relief -work. Tlie mayor 
himself indicated that it might bn a rather 
expen,<;ive period for the city and tlmt he might 
feel obligated to start construction on several 
buildings merely to .supply aridilioiial employ- 
ment. We ,s!inuld Pll like ,o feel that the Presi- 
dent is needlessly worried, but tlie fa/;ls of the 
sir.tiatinn are unavoidable. If the mayor thinks 
Mr. Hoover i., a pessimist, just let him wait for 
the walls that will arl.se when Congress meets 
in December!

A MEMORIAL IN THE l^EWJS 

What i.-. the .situation ro.sppctinR the long- 
awaited Ma.wachusctts war memorial? 

The Charles river ba-siii alTord.s us a unique 
opportunity for the erection of a campanile or 
some other form of tower, an opportunity quite 
unmatched in any other American city. We 
can't have that site, a.s the Legislature will not 
indor.se the recommendation. The next best 
choice is now reconnnendcd by the present war 
memorial investigalinEr conimi.s.sion. a site near 
the Rlchard.son bridge in the Baclc Bay Fens. 
Without question thi.s is a splendid .site for such 
a structure as the memorial ought to be. No 
exi.stinR buildint; is nearer than :iOO feet from it. 
The zoning laws limit the height of surro\nid- 
InK structuies to 6,5 feet. There are many radi- 
ating avenues of apprnarh. There can never be 
any enci-oachment upon tlie surrounding op?n 
spaces. 

With .so much to commend this clioire tiiere 
Is to be considered the probability that the Gen- 
eral Court will agroe to it. The commission ha.s 
been holding hearings and sentiment favors 
Boston as the place for the erection of the 
memorial. Here is the best land site in the city. 

The arguments for this recommendation 
seem almost conclusi\e. provided always that 
the Charles river project must be abandoned. 
For almost <en .years we have advocated the 
Inspirational campanile memorial, but without, 
any large island ba.so. But if all parties can 
come together in support of a suitable and ad- 
equate monument in the Fens upon such a site 
as now is proposed, by all means let us get to- 
gether at the earliest po.ssible instant. No Cop- 
ley square tnonument can compare witli this 



lot,s now occupied by the old Teclmolosy buu'i- 
ings, nor any auditorium or bridge or any public 
building under the shadow of the Stale Hous.?. 
All the.'-e suggestions, and a score more, ha-, e 
been offered and none has aroused enthusiasm. 
The long and somewhat discreditable delays 
which have followed the first examination of 
the memorial pro.icct ten years ago have been 
due to various cau.s<?s, some plain and others 
obscure. The two big problems all along have 
been the sue and the design. .\ .>iie. as we have 
learned by experience, must be found which will 
be acceptable to the General Court, and not all 
the votes in that body have been intelligent and 
unprejudiced. 

One difficulty has been surmounted by the 
adoption of the plan for a monumental beacon 
on Greylock in the Berk.shires. That structure, 
now building, stands for the work done by the 
commis.sion of twenty-one appointed by Gov, 
Allen, In their unanimous report tftey included 
an admirable statement of what the ideal me- 
morial should be and made a strong argumen*; 
for the basin site, as well a-s a lament that Mas- 
sachusetts "stands alone among the states of 
the Union in ha\ing failed to provide a memo- 
rial of any kind." 

The present cnmmi.ssioii. appointed by Gov. 
Fly, includes as chairman Gen. Charles B. 
Wheeler of Pitt.sfield, and a.s members .Senator 
Christian Nelson of Worcester. Representative.-;

CURLEY HELPS BLOCK

NEW YORK. Aug. 28— As the result 
of a canva.ss, made by workers In the 
field, and by correspondence >vith party 
leaders throughout the country, friends 
of Gov. Rooaevflt have become con- 
vinced that he Up.s a reasonable chance 
of getting the nomination for President 
on the first ballot at the next Demo- 
cratic national convention. 

A survey covering all the .states in- 
i dicates that unless conditions changs 
: greatly. Gov. Roosevelt ii; likely to go 
i Into the convention with a total first 
ballot strength of 806, which is 12 more 
'than the 734. or two-thirds necessary to 
i nominate. A table of Gov. Roosevelt s 
I expected strength in tlie convention, 
! prepared from information furnished by 
per.sons active in the Roosevelt camp, 
shows thai 54 delegates are conceded to 
probable candidates other than Gov. 
' Roosevelt and that 240 delcsates, many 
of whom are expected to be for the 
Governor, are classed as doubtful. 
NO CHANCE FOR nEADlOCK 
The survey, conducted, of course, by 
friends of Gov. Roosevelt and likely to 
be questioned for that rea-son by those 
not favoring his nomination, indicates 
the almost complete disappearance ot 
the movement to block the Roosevelt 
nomination by creating "favorite ton" 
candidates to cause a deadlock. 

Tliis movement is believed liy friends 
of tlic Governor to have been spon- 
sored by John J. Raskcb, chairman of 
the Democratic national committee, and 
other friends of former Gov. Alfred E. 
Smith, with the purixi.';e of either bring- 
ing about Mr. Hmith's nomination, if 
po.sslble, or ot iielecting the nominee. 
Announcement ot their support of Gov. 
Roosevelt by Mayor .lames M, Curley of 
Boston, and JoKei)h F. Gulfey of Pltl-s- 
burRh, Pennsylvania Dcmocr.-itic leader, 
who were among Mr. Smith's most ar- 
dent .supporters in in28, did much to 
check the movement for an anti-Riy>se- 
velt bloc. F'ririid.s ot Mr. Roo.scvclt now 
believe that not more than 10(1 dele- 
gates out of the 1100 in the convention, 
could be obtained for Mr. Smith, if hU 
friends Jihouki put him forward as a 
candidate, and sniiie of the Roosevelt 
advlsei-s believe that it wouM iJC no 
more than h-lf that number. 

FAVORITE SONS 

The only other candidates In fight, 
according to reports to the Roo.sevelt 
steering committee, are Gov. Albert C. 
Ritchie of Maryland, Senator Jo-seph T. 



Robinson of Arkansas, and aov. Chariej 
W. Bryan of Nebraska, to each of whom 

the Roosevelt advisers concedes his own 
state, although there is strong Roosevelt 
sentiment in each of them. The Roose- 
velt unoincial campaign coiumittcc does 
'lot claim Delaware, conceding for the 
present its delegates to Gov. Ritchie. 

Gov. Roosevelt's friend.s expect nearly 
solid support for him from New Eng- 
land They claim Maine, New Hamp- 
•shire and 'Vermnnt with almost cer- 
tainty, expect nil but ii few votes in 
Ma.s.s"aohusetts, and hope to have the 
solid support of the Rhode Island and 
Connecticut delegations. As delegates 
from some of these slates are elected 
by direct primary, their expectation of 
a solid delegation many be disappointed, 
par'lcularly in Ma.ssachusetts, where 
Mr. Smith is particularly strong. Any 
defections from what Gov. Roosevelt's 
advisers expect in New England will be 
more than made up, they believe, in 
slates cla.sscd as doubtful. 

The Governor's friends, despite re- 
ports of a possible break with Tam- 
many, exix-et him to receive the entire 
94 votes from New York. The spring 
state convention next year if one la 
held, undoubtedly will instruct the del- 
egates at large for the Governor, and 
wiUi the great majority of the district 
delegates sincerely for the Governor, 
it is not thought that Tammany will 
be likely to break away.

SEATS FOR 3500 
MORE IN SCHOOLS 

Seven New Buildings or Additions 

Costing $1,638,000 Ready For 

Boston Opening 



Some 3500 additional seats, provided 
by seven new buildings or additions 1 
erected and furnished at a cost of j 
Jl, 638,000, will be ready when the pub- j 
lie. schools of Boston reopen Sept 10. | 

There will be no postponement of 
tho opcniuR because of intantilc para- ; 
lysit, according to Dr Solomon H. j 
Rubin, actiiip head of the Department ! 
of School Hygiene. Dr Rubin said j 
he liiiu received a number of inquiries 
as to whether or not the school open- 
ing would be delayed. He felt therj 
is too much hysteria about the dis- 
ease. 

He pointed out there are few cases 
In proportion to the city's population, 
and that the department is not antic- 
ipating any trouble. A general >nsp«- 
tion of all children will start with the 
opening of the school, after the prac- 
tice of the department, and any child 
Bhowing any signs of illness will be 
sent home. When this inspection is 
completed bv the staff of 60 school 
pliysicians and 6t school nurses, phy- 
sical examinations of school children 
will begin, this also belng»in accord- 
ance with practice. 

Dr Rubin believed that under the 
eye of the school physician the chi'd 
is under better care in school than i.

Mayor Favors $1,000,000 
Appropriation

HULL, Aug 28-Suggesting a million- 
dollar appropriation for the constnic- 
tlon of a 100-foot roadway along Nan- 
tasket Beach, Mayor Curley outlined 
a plan for the beautification of that 
resort, speaking at the annual night- 
before hall of the Hull Gala Day Aa- 
sociation, held at Pemberton Inn to- 
night. 

Mavor Curlev said that the residents 
of Hull should, but probably would 
not, propose a dollar increase in taxes 
and seek the authorization of the 
Legislature for the appropriation of 
$1,000,000.

DEMOCRATIC LEADERS UIVIUEU 

OYER PLANS TO END DEPRESSION; 
ELY TO BE 'PENURIOUS' GOVERNOR

If the Demuc-rsts coiild get together 
on the extent of the industrial depres- 
sion that i.s harassing tlie nation's busi- 
ness and discover some Moses who could 
plot out an .-cceptable rou'o to the 
promised land of prosperity they miglrt 
conceivably succeed in makinir a live 
Issue tor next year's political campaign. 
The chief difficulty seems to be thai 
they cannot agree on It and they have 
no Moses. 

Gov, Roosevelt told his LegLslature 
■that there are from 600.000 to 1,000,000 
Idle workmen In New York and pre- 
dicted that the nimiber of unemployed 
probably will be doubled next winter. 
He has asked for a $'JO,000,000 appro- 
priation, to be raised by an increased 
Income tax, for relief through the ex- 
pansion of public works construction. , 
Gov. Ely has staled that "the bins' 
«re full of wheat, tlie wharves are full 
of cotton, the tanks are full of oil the 
banks are full of money and thou.sands 
of men are out of work, shy of clothes, 
shy of money and without food." In 
direct contrast with tlie Rooseveltian 
program for relief Mr. Ely ha.s publicly 
declared that next year he will be tlie 
mast penurious Governor the common- 
wealth ever has had. He actually u.scd 
the word "penurious." 

Mayor Curley says that politicians 
who preached that doctrine are pe.s.si- 
iTiists, The coming winter, accordin"; to 
his prediction, will be Ie.s.s severe than 
last winter. It is his intention to out- 
ime an expanUed program of public 
works construction, but only to be used 
In the event of an cmcrgcncv which he 
does not now foresee. His theory is 
based on one of preparedness. 

AMBITIOUS rROGRA.M 

Our Governor aircidy has launched 
an ambitious program of public works 
const;ruction which, he says, has given 
employment to 2,5,000 unemployed. Gov. 
Roosevelt would follow that lead. Mayor 
Curley already has committed the city 
of Boston to huge expend Itiu-es in con- 
struction proJecUs. Yet only two weeks 
ago at Worcester Senator Walsh de- 
clared that thw prescription leads only 
to lncrca.scd t«xatlon and therefore an 
Increased burden on the public. 

From their various public utterances, 
recommcndalions and performances it- 
Is quite obvious that this group of con- 
spicuous Democrats, at least, i.s working 
at crc«.-,-purpp.ses. '1 hey mu.st consoli- 
date their opinions, and. wUh ^he wide 
divergence, that obviously is impossible! 
Some of th,- ideas and some of the 
ieaders must be jctti.soned. 

Gov Roosevelt's proposed program as 
he outlined it to his Leglshitiirc gr^itlv 
resembles the one advocated enrly this 
/ear by Gov. Ely. 'f'he New York Gov- 
!rnor would linance ij on short-term 
)onds and inciea.se the Income tax bv 
■0 per cent. If the Ely program could 
fn^m'M'^'; Ma-s.achusel,u problem 1 
J difficult to .see how the Roosevelt 
>rogram can have a beneficial eftcct In

OPPORTUNITY RK.IECTED 

The opportunity lie had to tell the

The nurses In most instances have 
Ix-en in the state .service for .several i 
.Years and were employed prior to the 
depression when it was a problem for 
the departmenl.s of public health and 
menial dlsease.-i to persuade citizen- 
nurses to accept the small wages and 
endure the hard work that go with in- 
stitutional employment.

of Hoxuury, lormeriy one of the 
mayor's clo.sest associates, but now one 
of his harshest critics. Dowd was one 
of those who vigorously supported for- 
mer Senator Joseph J. Muthern in the 
primary contest last year against Dis- 
trict Attorney Foley.

The peo,,le of the city are shocked an, 
horrified at the constant recurrence of cniiic m l.oston. It must 

he checked. . 

"In niv juds'nieiit we need a iimrc ri.uid system ot )>io-,c- 
culion in the courts. There should he co-operation all ahm- the 
line between the courts, the district attorney and an eftcient 
and capable commissioner of the police. The tampernvo- with 
juries and the jumpini,- of bail must come to a stop. We must 
cea^c paiiiperinii- dangerous criminals. 

"If the-e measures fail to bring about the safety and security 
of the people of Boston, I will direct the Corporation Counsel to 
draft bills to he pre-enled to the next Legislature along the 
lines of the .^nllivan and l'.aiimes law in New York. ('I he .Sullivan 
law calls for a jail sentence for an,\ (me caught with a gnu w ithoiil 
a license. The Baunit-s law makes a jail sentence for life man- 
datory after fmir convictions.) 

"ORGANIZED SYSTEM OF PROTECTION" 

"There is no justification for conditions which e.xist in Bos- 
ton today.

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MAYOR CURLEY WARNS 
OF B OLSHEVIK D ANGER 

Talks on Unemployment Situation at Convention of 
Foresters of America 



"It work and wages are not given 
the people, this country will b« turned 
ever to the Bolsheviks," was the state- 
ment of Mayor Curley this noon as he 
wound up an address before the open- 
ing meeting of the 22d biennial con- 
vention of the Foresters of America 
at the Hotel Bradford. 

The Mayor was presented to the 
members t>y Dr Joseph Santosuosso. 
After welcoming the delegates to Bos- 
ton, he launched into the unemploy- 
ment situation. For the past two 
yeari,, he said, at least 5,000,000 per- 
son.s have been walking the streets 
looking for work npd the banks are 
ovprflowing with money. 

"The machinery of Government Is 
wrong and requires correction," he 
said. Such a condition, he asserted, 
can only be corrected by a crystallUed 
program by the people of America. It 
is time for every organization In 
America to go on record In favor of 
a Federal Industrial Commission to 
study the situation and end the de- 
pression, ho stated. 

In characterizing the present age bs 
the "Machine Age," tiie Mayor cited 
how the machine had brought about 
the discharge of persons in various in- 
dustries. He brought out that what 
was once considered impossible Is pos- 
sible in this present era. In this con- 
nection he told of the old worklnsr day 
of 12 to 10 hours, then the eight-hour 
day, and wound up tills side of the 
subject by stressing the fact that If 
the machine could cause tlio discharge 
of so many persons in these various 
industries, it was time for the five- 
day working week Instead of six-day 
week. 



The Mayor stated that the present 
depression is different from other de- 
pressions. In previous depressions 
there was the small grocer and the 
small bank, and the worklngman could 
run up a bill with the grocer until he 
got work, and the grocer oould go to 
the small bank and get assistance To- 
day the chain system has spread 
throughout the country, with a differ- 
ent result. 

Prior to tho World War, the Mayor 
said, wages were low, but following the 
war. wages doubled and tripled. Sucn 
wages have been kept up since with 
but few exceptions, and have brought 
a now st-andard of living to the work- 
ing class. In order to keep this situa- 
tion. Mayor Curley stated, a Federal 
planning board should be appointed to i 
learn what was going on in other coun- 
tries, and also study conditions In this ^ 
country. la closing, he forcefully 
stressed the point that unless the un- 
employed were given work they would 
sof n turn Bolshevik. 

The convention opened this morning 
with sn address of welcome by Dr 
•Santosuosso. John J. Mack of Hart' 
fora, supreme chief ranger, then took 
ch.Tige of the meeting. 

About 11 o'clock the Mayor arrived, 
accompanied by Dr Santosuosso and 
Mrs May McAIoon. He presented black 
thorn sticks to Supreme Chief Rjinger 
Mack,Dr Santosuosso, Joseph M. Griae, 
formei Mayor of Chlcopee ; Dennis J. 
Murphy, former Mayor of Lowell, and 
Judge Edward B. O'Brien of Lynn. 

Ihe delegates were taken on bus 
rides through Lexington and Concord 
this afternoon, and there will be a, 
concert tonight at the hotel.

Instant and vigorous protest against 
the increase in tlie compulsory automo- 
bile insurance rates, as announced last 
niglit by Insurance Commissioner 
Brown, wa.s expressed by public of- 
ficials and automobile dealers when lii- 
formed of the rates. 

The immediate removal of Commis- 
sioner Brown was suggested by Mayor 
Curlcy, who saw in tiic increase an at- 
tempt by the commissioner to "make 
certain his employment by the Insurance 
■mierests alter his removal from of- 
fice.". He promised a statement today 
giving his reasons tor opposition to

Centering his attack on the law

Boston, termed it "a joke." He pre- 
dicted that there will be increases 
annually as long as it remains on the 
book."!. Mr. Silverman called on the 
Legislature to enact remedial legislation, 
among which he cited Frank A. Good- 
win's state Insurance fund and Mayor 
Curley's demerit system. He will rep- 
resent the city at the protest hearing. 

GOODWIN TO BE HEARD 

Prank A. Goodwin, former registrar 
ct motor vehicles and uov{ chairman of 
the Boston finance commission, declined 
to discuss the new rates until he had 
Been Commissioner Brown's statement 
In full. He emphasized, however, that 
he will be heard at the hearing In 10 
days, 

Mavor Richard M. Rus.sell of Cam- 
bridge expre.ssed his surprise at the 
size of the lncrea.se, which he declared 
tn be "unfair." He intends to go into 
the matter more thoroughly when he 
Teaches his office today. 

A special session of the Legislature, 
to be called by Gov. Ely to deal directly

Brown, I don't object to going on 
record as not yet being convinced 
of any necessity for a violent in- 
crease in the rates. 

"TAXED TO LIMIT" 

We feel that the insurance com- 
panies are not handling the prop- 
osition In tire way that It should 
be handled. If they are submitting 
to the payment of fake claims it 
appears to me that It is a matter 
for them to stand, and not place 
the burden on motorists, 'who are j 
already taxed almost to the point 
where they can bear no more. 

There is absolutely no question 
that the motor interests will do 
evei-ythlng they can for the best 
interests of all classes of car users, 
and that we fully understand ttiat 
any public hearing that the insur- 
ance commission might give will be 
a farce, owing to tlie fact that he 
has already announced the rates. 

Nevertheless, we will not over- 
look any opportunity of giving 
proper expression to our feelings 
and to the feclinRS of nearly 1,- 
000,000 motorists in this .state. We 
will go the limit in fighting these 
rates. 

CALLS PRESENT LAW "JOKE" 

The situation in regard to the adjust- 
ment of compulsory automobile insur- 
ance Is both helpless and hopeless Jn 
the opinion of Samuel Silverman, cor- 
poration counsel of the city of Bcston, 
who has represented Mayor Curley at 
rate hearings in the past in an effort 
to bring a more equitable scale of 
premiums for Boston citizens. 

Silverman pointed out that the In- 
crease in rates was expected by him 
and by Mayor Curley, that the Legis- 
lature had an opportunity to establish 
the demerit system proposed by Frank 
A. Goodwin, and that slate Insurance is 
the only other alternative. He said: 

"But the present law is a Joke. Evei7 
one admit.s that it Is. How can the pub- 
lic appear bclore the commissioner with- 
in 15 days, as the law demands, and 
present .sufficient evidence to refute 
that which the commissioner has been 
accumulating for a year? 

We can complain, but that's all 
we can do. We go before the com- 
missioner helpless and while we 
have the right of review before the 
court, what can we offer the court 
to review? It is a one-sided propo- 
sition and I do not see how any 
change can be brought about un- 
less it Is achieved by Uie force ot 
public opinion. 

If the law Isn't changed, I hereby 
predict that there will be another 
incrpa,so next year, and each suc- 
ceeding year until there is a change. 
This thing is a btibble which has 
got to burst.

"Such a campaign would reduTO 
claims by hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, all of which would enable the 
Insurance Commissioner to avoid in- 
creasing rates now and I sincerely be- 
lieve it would enable him to reduce 
them later. Under the law at the 
present, all the authority the Insur- 
ance Commissioner has Is to put 
Into the coffee-grinder, so to speak, 
the evidence of claims which the in- 
surance companies very graciously 
and without charge, furnish him. He 
then turns the crank and out of the 
hopper Butomatlcallv coma tiie rates, 
which rates are a certain percent mora 
than the claims. 

"Under the present law, the most 
effective way to provide relief for the 
motorists Is to reduce the claim*. 
The Governor, convinced as he may 
well be of the efficacy ot such a plan, 
could order the Insurance Commission- 
er to avoid an Increase in rates at the 
pre.sent time, substituting therefor a 
plan for reducing claims by proaecui- 
Ing the crooks." 

Senator Conde Brodblne, Represent- 
ative Thomas F. Carroll and Rep- 
resentative Augustine Alrola of Revere 
announced that they are working on 
a bill which would amend the present 
law's method of arriving at rates. The 
details of their measure have not been 
completed.

A taxpayer, with only the pub- 
lished figures on which to iorm 
judgment, might well ask why the 
wide variance in school building costs. 
A list of new buildinKs completed 
since Jan. 1, 1931, shows the fol- 
lowing costs: William Bradford (ad- 
dition), 200 scats, $75,000. William 
Emery (.'lianning- (addition), 360 
scats), $72,000. Charles Sumner 
(addition), ,520 .scats, $220,000. 

William Bradford cost $.'375 per 
seat, Charles Sumner cost $42.3 per 
scat, while William Kmery Chan- 
ning cost only $200 per seat. An- 
other district, the R. G. Shaw added 
200 seats at an average cost of $240 
per scat. 

Allowiiiif for variations in land 
costs in various parts of the city, 
<'ne mi:.;hl well a.-k why it costs twice 
as nuich to furnish a seat per pupil 
in one district as in another district. 
Probably the school coniijiittee 
can furnish a satisfactory explana- 
tion. It would, however, be a good 
policy to furnish the explanation with 
tlie report of costs.

Murray Pakulski. an a.ssUtant corpora- 
tion c"oun.scl, to be lenient in his re- 
port. 

Mr. n>ini. the record reveals, de- 
clared liiat rakul,-;ki had no right tol 
mimmon the inspector for any such; 
discussion of the case. Although re- 
nue.sted by Hale Power, another mem- 
ber of the city's law department who 
appeared as counsel for Manion at 
yesterday's hearing, to withhold de- 
tails of the hearing from the press. Mr. 
Ryan said that they were part of the 
public rerord.s and accordingly avail- 
j')le for any authorized individual who 
might care to examine them.

CURLEY IN TRIBUTE 
TOMGR.PAnERSON 

Militant Priest, Ordained in 
1876, Dies in South Boston 



"For a period of over half a century 
he stood a militant and aggressive 
churchman, constantly extending his 
great religious ability and fatherly 
compassion for the best Interests of 
the people tot South Boston," was the 
tribute paid by Mayor Curley to the 
Rt Rev Mgr. George J. Patterson, 
former vicar general of the Boston dlo- 
ce.se. and pastor of St. Vincents 
Church, South Boston, who died jes 
terday at the rectory after several 
months' illness. . „, . 

Mar Patter.son was In his 81st year. 
A native of the Fort Hill di.st.rict, he 
wa.H ordained a priest in 1876 and was 
first assigned to St. Patricks Church. 
Roxbury, and later to St, Bridgets 
partsh, Abington. , , o^ ,,i„ 

In 1B98 he was a.'-si!;ned to St. Vin- 
cenf.s parish, and throe years later wa.- 
appointed rector of the Cathedral ol 
the Holy Cross. In 1910 he was trans- 
ferred to SLs. Peter and Paul's parish 
South Boston, and a few years ago he 
was reassigned to hi.^ old parLsh at St, 
Vincent's. 

Fr. Patter.son was a staunch advocate 
of temperance, and many times pro- 
tested to the oxcl.se boerd over the 
number of licenses alloted in his par- 
ishcs. During the Boston police strike, 
he dispelled a mob which was assault- 
ing temporary police by his presence 
and appeals to stop. 

In his tribute yesterday the mayor 
also said'. 

No man In the history of Baston, 
In mv judgment, ever extended a 
greater moral innuence for a great 
community of people, or mftre un- 
.selftsh guidance. I loved and cher- 
l.shed him with all the affection of 
a brother. He had that marvelous 
love for his fellow men that guided 
the early religious counselors. No 
man ever lived in Baston of greater i 
purity of mind and heart, or of 
finer spiritual adlierence to the 
tenets of the Catholic faith, or 
greater divine principle or of more 
devotion to his follow men.

HULTMAN TO ALLOW 
RADIO TEST F OR CARS 

Equipment May Be Set Up 
at Police Headquarters 



The vexinff problem of whether the 
Boston Police Department ihould he 
equipped with a radio station, flashlnit 
crime news to radio-equipped automo- 
biles, may be solved wtthln the next 
few d^ya as the result of the decision 
yesterday by Police Commissioner 
Eugene C. Hultman to allow radio 
manufacturers to set up their equip- 
ment at Police Headquarters for «n 
actual test.

What is the secret of such men as Curley, 
Father Corrigan and Winston Churchill that 
can turn an audience upside down and start 
it cheering? 

Some people say that the modern genera- 
tion is fed up on public speaking, and that 
we no longer would listen to Webster, Glad- 
stone and Wendell Phillips. We might not 
listen, had they used the ornate style of 
oratory in favor in their day. but the chances 
are that if these men were alive they would 
adapt their style to the 1931 standards and 
still have the marvellous power to sweep 
audiences oft" their feet. 

It isn't so much that we no longer care for 
oratory. It is that the supply nowhere near 
ecnials the demand. The minute the skillful 
spellbinder appears, he still makes people sit 
up and take notice. He knows just what to 
do and say to ar(juse interest. 

How Curley Does It 

Take Curley, for instance, ;it the recent Ameri- 
can Legion State convention in Plymouth. The 
tired delegates had listened to so much talk that 
they were well nigh saturated. Along came the 
t^eriess one and literally stonned those hard- 
boiled vets into a gale of enthusiasm. 

Chance gave Curley his theme. He wiis ([uick 
to seize it. Ju,st before the ' convention had as- 
sembled, the papers carried a despatch from the 
former president of Boston Tech, now the head of 
the Carnegie F(jundation, lambasting the legion 
■for making a bonus "raid on the treasury." And in 
a burst of bitterness he flayed the Grand Army. 
What better break could Curley want? 

The Mayor, deeply stirred, and with sparks 
flashing from his eyes, stalked forth to battle in 
behalf of those feeble old men who had once 
answered the call of Abraham Lincoln. What a 
blistering he gave their critic! In a roar of rage he 
shouted forth: "If Carnegie had given a library to 
every city and to every town in this fair land, it 
would never liave paid fur the disf;iace and the 
horrors of Carnegie's Pullman strike." 

Curley knew his Le,;ion. He knew that the way 
to win them was to attack someljody, particularly 
somebody who was striking at their elder com- 
panions-in-arms, the venerable; Crand Army. 

Give Curley the opportunity to champiiin liome, 
mother, Aliraham Lincoln or George Washington — 
those four sentimental treasures so dear to the heart 
of any American— and he has his audience with 
him. He has used the same tliemes over and over 
again, but every audience thinks it is hearing them 
for the first time. For instance, that ' Bard of

TAXES ON INSTALLMENTS 

Mayor Curley lias received a letter 
from 50 banks agreeing to pay taxes 
on property included in the 6500 
pieces scheduled for sale Sept. 7, 
Ml which nearly $2,00d,000 of taxes 
are due. Instead of increasing the 
niortKages on these properties the 
hanks lend the money on a separate 
loan to the property owners, who 
then repay this loan in small monthly 
installments. 

The banks hy this action are ren- 
dering the community « good service. 
But these loans arc for past due 
taxes. Next month, in most cities 
and towns, the tax bills for this year 
will fall tluci These bills call for 
payment of taxes for the vvliolc year. 
Under present conditions many per- 
sons will find it difficult, or impos- 
sililc, to make full payment at one 
lime. 

Tlic Post has repeatedly urged 
that State income and local property 
taxes should be made payable in, at 
least, quarterly installments. The 
fcdcr. ! income tax is payable in this 
way. In the fall of the year the 
average family has to meet a peak 
load of expenditure. Fuel and sup- 
plies and clothing for the winter i.nist 
be obtained. School bills of various 
kinds must be met. And < p of 

all these come the annual i for 
local and State taxes. 

If these taxes were mat' . yablc 
in installments it would r. this 

seasonal burden. Bcsidf the 

cities and towns receive th^ir in- 
come in installments througi it the 
year, they would not be put to the 
unnecessary expense of borrowing 
"in anticipation of taxes" as most of 
them' do. 

A bill to .jring about this reform 
should be passed in the next Legis- 
lature.

Wc did not hc.'^itate at 
$30,00a.000.n()0 during the world 
war. We ha^c an economic war 
here and during the two years it 
has been in progress v:? have not 
nationally spent one dollar to .set- 
tle it. Let Congress as.semble and 
appropriate .$5.000. 000. Ono so that 
no one will be out of employment 
during the coming winter. 
In a call for a constitutional eonven 
tion to remedy existing taxation and 
other abuses. President Moriartv of the 
Ma.s.sachu.setts State Pcderat'on of 
Labor declared, in part: 

Labor does not seek charity. It 
does seek profitable employment. 
Our workers have suflicient reason 
I for complaint with present condi- 
tions, wherein a previleged few, 
through methods of the ancient 
past, are able to obtain from a life- 
appointed judiciary, injunctions in 
industrial disputes, \vhi-:h clascly 
reminds us of the days of industrial 
slavery. 

For years the v/orkers of our state 
have sought to obtain legislation 
which would eliminate private 
IH'ofits for the few at the expense 
of the suflerlngs and privations of 
workers injured in Industry. In 
many states there has been enacted 
a stale fund wherein all of the 
moneys contributed for workmen's 
compensation has been paid to 
those wlio weri^ injured in indu.stry 
or to their families. 

Private profits, through the suf- 
ferings and privations of tho.se in- 
jured have been eliminated in 
many states, but not in our slate. 
All through tiiis fight we have had 
the bitter opposition of the cas- 
ualty Insurance companies — those 
who are guarante<'d a profit 
through legislative creation at the 
expense of the industrial workers 
and of tlie industries of our state. 

Not content with this privilege, 
of late years, they have added to 
their list of guaranteed profits, the 
l)rlvilege of placing an exlorlion- 
ate ..ax on every riu'oisl within our 
stale. Every dollar ol Jie 15 mill- 
ions which are paid yearly to the 
casualty in:.uritnce companies for 
workmen's componsallon in this 
st'ite is deducted from the wages of 
the workers. Last year the House 
rejected our appeal on a roll call 
by a majority of only 15 votes and 
this year wp are hopeful of obtain- 
ing ii majority vote in the House 
and tlie Senate and we believe that 
we will have little difficulty In 
obtaining the approve n the 
Governor. 

For years hundreds of thou- 
sands of citizens, not. being con- 
versant with the extortionate prac- 
tices of the casualty insurance 
companies, paid .scant alicntion to 
the unjust burden placed on the 
backs of the Industrial worker*. 
However, of late years, they have 



come in contact with this system, 
and find themselves the victims of a 
system whereby through legislative 
enactment the casualty companies 
are guaranteed the privilege of 
placing an extortionate lax on 
every pcr-son owning or oiieraiing 
an automobile or a truck on our 
highways. Seeking to remedy this 
admittedly bad system, wherein 
the casually companies are allowed 
lo take 35 'cents out of every dol- 
lar they receive from automobile 
insurance for them.-.elves for profit 
and expense, wu askcrl for a stale 
i lund from the same authority that 
created this type of tax system, 
asking that the slate should restrict 
to itseU the power of taxation. 'VVe 
are met with a decision from the 
supreme court that such action 
was unconstitulioiial. 

CITICS INQi;iRIES 

Since la,st Tuesday the office of 
the State Federation of Labor has 
been flooded with inquiries as lo , 
whether we would co-operalc in ac- 
tivities that would do away with 
this system, wherein :■- privileged 
few are guaranteed a profit through 
legislation at the expense of almost 
a million automobile owners of the 
' state. 

Our answer Ls that v.e are willing 
to co-operate in any movement that 
will help the automobile owners lo 
free tliemselves from this typ:- of 
e.-- .orlion. The supreme court has 
ruled that the onl.v way the people 
of this stale can free them.selves 
from this type of c.<lortion is 
through an amendment to tlie .state 
constitution. This can be brought 
about only through tlie action of a 
con.stitulional convention and we 
will co-oi)erale in this or any other 
movement that will eorrcci these 
a'Du.scs and eliminate life service for 
judges in this commonwealth. 

PLAN IS APPRO VE F) 

Mayors and Town Oflicials I'avor ."i- 
l)ay Week for City Employes 

Mayors of nearby cities an'' •• i of- 
ficials were, in general, in favor of tlie 
establishment of a five-day week for 
municipal employes as advocated by 
Mayor Curley yesterday i' his Labor 
day .speech. 

Some took the position that if the 
work week is cut lo five days emjiloyes 
should be paid for five days only in 
order thai the taxation burden of the 
municipality will not be increased.

Mayor Curley aroused much enthusi- 
asm among a largo labor group gathered 
about the Parkman Bandstand yesterday 
when he announced that city employees 
of Boston win start working on a five- 
day week in January, as a means of re- 
lieving unemployment and as an offset 
to the vanishing job." This plan, he de- 
clared would mean an Increase of em- 
ployees by 12 per cent and will be car- 
ried out under a stagger system, the de- 
tails of which are still in the embryo 
stage. The plan would mean no cut In 
the pay of city workers and no shorten- 
ing of the time that city departments 
will remain open. 

A point not stressed by the mayor is 
the assumption at City Hal! that legis- 
lation would be required to put the five- 
day week plan in operation. Nor was 
stress laid on the conditions surrounding 
real estate In Boston, with the many ap- 
peals for abatements pending before the 
State Board of Appeals, and the well 
known fact that, though Boston experi- 
enced only a slight increase in the tax 
rate this year, several of the favorable 
olroujnstances affecting that. rat« will not 
be prasant next year. 

Budg«t Commissioner Charles J. Fox 
and Corporation Counsel Samuel Silver- 
man have been at work on the details of 
the flve-day week plan for weeks, and It 
has been assumed that If such a plan 
went Into effect a total of 2000 additional 
employees would be needed, with an ad- 
dition of $50,000 a week to the payrolls, 
or more than J2,500,000 a year. The fact 
that the mayor gave no salary increases 
last year and has directed that none be 
considered this year, Is regarded by him 
as meaning a sufficient saving to put the 
new plan in effect. 

Along with the mayor's announcement 
the crowd was also stirred by the declara- 
tions of J. T. Morlarty, president of the 
State Federation of Labor. Labor was '< 
willing to co-operate with all Interested, 
he said, in a constitutional convention 
which would correct the evils of automo- 
bile Insurance, make possible a State fund 
for the workmen's compensation and 
eliminate life service for judges of the 
Commonwealth. 

It was during his remarks on the 
$5,000,000,000 national building program 
that the mayor discussed the flve-day 
week.

FIVE-DAY WEEK IN BOSTOrf^ 

The chairman of the state '^''"'^^^^J^ 
administration and finance, Charles PHowad 
stated the crux of the proposal of Mayor Cur 
iTfor a five-day week for 7000 of the^ city 
^ployes, starting the 1st of January, when iie 

^^'"'■'The plan makes inescapable either an 
Increase of one-sixth in the expenditures 
ol the city or a cut of one-sixth m wages 
oJ employes to allow for the increased num- 
ber of employes which would be required 
to get the work done. Of course, the two ^ 
could be combined. We are in a Pretty 
serious situation right now to talk of either 
increasing taxes or cutting wages. 
There lies the nub of the matter. Assume 
that the 7000 employes are doing all that can 
m reasonably done within the limits of their 
hours, and assume that the additional employes 
would quickly acquire the ability to do their 
work at the same rate of speed, and it is obvious 
that you have either to cut wages so that the 
total outlay shall be no more, or to maintain 
wages and boost the total outlay correspond- 
ingly. It is the latter alternative which is con- 
templated by the mayor. All the employes, old 
and new, are to have six days' pay for Ave 
days' work. 

The question for everybody to consider Is, 
where will the money be found? Once this 
plan is estabhshed it would be permanent. 
Moreover, it would extend eventually so as to 
cover the rest of the city's 20,000 employes. 
Most measures for the reUcf of unemployment 
are temporary, pending a return to normal con- 
ditions. The five-day week is slowly making 
progress in the world of industry, but it is a 
serious question if the time has arrived for iU 
adoption by our city governmcnl. The remedy 
for unemployment is work, as Dean Donham 
says, but public work,"; for that end are one 
thing and a permanent, expansion of the city 
payroll is anollicr.

In opening the meeting, which was held 
in the council chamlwr, Mayor Curley 
said it had l>een called for the purpose 
of determining on a course of action ivith 
reference to the proposed rate increases 
and with a view to askin.g for a special 
legislative session so that immediate .ac- 
tion on rates may bo forthcoming. 

He stated that despite clamor a. ye.ar 
ago on the part of some members of the 
Legislature regarding increased ?ates, 
whi-n the time came to vole on the ma.tt r 
tliose who had lifcn vociferous had either 
been f-Iubbed into silence or had been 
convinced that silence was tlie best po.icy, 
.so the furore died do«m. Such a course 
may be taken again, lie declared, if some- 
thing is not done to prevent it. 

Mayor Curley .-^aid that three proposi- 
tions miglit be considen-d. One was u 
uniform rate for the entire State, with 
no discrimination, which he termed prac- 
tically impossible of achievement. The 
second Wivs .State insurance, as advocated 
liy Mr. c.iiodwin and on which the Su- 
preme Court has ruled. The third prop- 
osition, he said, w.is the demerit system 
under which a motorist Involved in one 
accident must pay a 10 per cent Increase 
in premium during the ensuing year 
Nihiie a seccmd accident Involves a 2,t 
|ier cent Increase. ,i third mishap an in- 
crease of fiO per cent, and a fourth ma.v 
result in ine onenuer neing permanently 
ruled off the road. 

He declared that automobile accidents 
are increasing at an alarming rate; tliat 
each summer, during the .school vacation 
Iieriod. two wards of the City Hospital 
are giv. over to the care of children 
who h. '>een run down by motor cars, 
the number of patients ranging from 
sixty to more than one hundred. ' 

Who Will Deride Demerits? 

Mayor Curley called uixm Mr. Good- 
win as the first .speaker. The former 
registrar declared that the law is a great 
law and that in iiis opinion it will never 
l)e repealed, because it establishes a 100 
per i-ent tinancial responslb.llty. ' 

It is impossible, he declared, to have i 
a tlat rate for the entire State .so long as | 
Insurance companies handle the business. 
-•V demerit system, he maintained, should 
not be adopted unless there ^-as aKso a 
merit system to keep it company. I're- 
miunis (.11 demerits, he declared.' are all 
"velvet" for the insurance companies. 

"Wlio is going to decide the demerits?" 
he queried. "esptH-lally if ca.sis are set- 
tled. Often the Insurance companies 
deem it cheai>er to settle than to light. 
I am in favor of ti competitive State fund 
similar to tlje State savini;s fund. 

"The State today comiiels you to insure 
at a certain tixed sum if you wish to 
drive a car. This sum includes a profit 
and commission. The State sliould see 
that >iui get such insurance at coat. I 
believe that a speci.al session of tho Legis- 
lature should be (tailed immediately to 
(leal with tile fake claims. Although 
f(u-iner Governor Fuller is no friend ot 
mine, he is absolutely right in his .stand 
that the bogtis claims are what boost iiie 
rates. Comparing the rates of Massachu- 
setts and Connecticut. (Utr rates are lower 
except In the metropolitan areas. Gov- 
ernor Kly discussed the matter liust night 
Init he didn't s,ay n;uch. He seamed to 
have great confidence In the figures. I 
haven't.

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Special Auto 
Rate Session 
on Sept. 28 

A .xpecial session of the Legisln- 
ture, subject to approval of Gr.s- 
par G. Bacon, president of the 
Senate, will convene on Monday, 
S-ept. 28, to consider the entire sub- 
ject of compulsory auto insurance, 
Oovernor Ely announced yesterday 
a.s car owners prepared to flock to 
the special hearing at the State 
House today with a flood of pro- 
tests against the proposed new 
rates. 

The stand and action of Govern- 
or Elj- in the insurance war of con- 
flicting interests now raging all 
over the state were lauded last 
night by Frank A. Goodwin chair- 
man of the Boston Finance Com- 
mission, in a radio address that 
closely followed the governor's an- 
nouncement. 

Characterizing Ely's proposals as 
suggestions, and not recommenda- 
tions, Goodwin .said he was greatly 
pleased to offer Ely his congratu- 
lations for the keen and logical 
manner in which he has handled 
the situation. 

"By culling this session," Good- 
win said, "we are ver.v likely to 
(jet action because It is called at 
a time when the i)eople are 
aroused and there is no other 
legislation to divert attenHon. 

"At the last session of the 
Legislature the Insurance inter- 
ests had the ways all grease<l 
for the passage of the demerit 
s.\stem. but the bill was thrown 
out the window when its al>- 
surditles were exposed." 
Referring to the increased rates 
In certain cities from 80 per cent 
to 200 per cent, Goodwin a.sseited 
that nccidents in these cities have 
actually dpcre.Tsed in proportion to 
the number of cars registered. 

At the hearing today it is ex- 
pected the insurance companies 
■will contend that the rates, as an- 
nounced, .-ihould be much higher. 
Comr. Brown, however, would not 
comment yesterday on this pha.se 
of the rate war nor would he dis- 
cus? the suggestion that one com- 
pany handle the entire compulsory 
bi;siness. 

Meanwhile, Mayor Curley yester- 
day called for a meeting" .Septem- 
b(r 16 of town and city solicitors 
tc draft plans for new insurance 
late legislation. A committee will 
be named to draw up suggestions

Dr. Frederick J. Bailey, deputy 
health commissioner for the city 
of Boston, announced yesterday 
that special precautions" against 
the spread of the disease had been 
taken through the segregation of 
all children associated with infan- 
tile paralysis victims. 

WATCH FOR SYMPTOMS 

These children will be kept from 
school for a period of two weeks, 
and will be carefully examined dur- 
ing that time for symptoms of the 
disease. 

"Infantile paralysis is definite- 
ly on the wane In Boston," Dr. 
Bailey stated yesterday. "There 
has been a sharp and unexpected 
drop in Cases during the past 
month. Yesterday, only two new 
cases were reported. 

"School children and their pa- 
rents may be assured there is no 
diinger of contagion through the 
opening of the school.s." 
Dr. Bailey stated that all chil- 
dren were undorgoing a Koneral 
physical examination at Boston 
schools. It was impos.-<ible. he said 
to examine them for infantile par- 
al.vsis as such an examination 
would necessitate a blood ruLure 
and the inoculation of a moneky.

slon of the l^eglslature which the gifv-- 
ernor has called for late this month *r a 
study by a special commission. In thtt 
connection the mayor suggested that 
Frank A. Ooodwin, former registrar of 
motor vehicles and Former Governor Al- 
van T. Fuller be named as members ot 
the commission. 

At the outset of his remarks the mayor 
said he appreciated tliat but little could 
be gained from the hearing except giving 

jthe citizens of the Commonwealth an op- 
portunity to express their views on the 

'proposed increased rates. "I appreciate," 
he said, "that there aro limitations to the 
powers of the Insurance commissioners 
and I appreciate how difficult it Is In 
these days for men to earn a livelihood. 
.Sometimes It Is necessary for us to manu- 
facture business to enable men to earn a 
living. I am not condemning the logaK 
profession but there are some who might 
do things which might be called 'un- 
ethical,' but which majority of the people 
call criminal. That such things are be- 
ing done Is npp.Trent to everyone." 

In 1929, the mayor said, claims for in- 
juries by motor vehicles in the city of 
Boston totalled $190,000. He the.i told 
how the services of the police In the mat- 
ter were dispensed with and the city be- 
gan a drive to investigate an 1 fight the 
claims, with the result that within a few 
days after the announcement two law- 
yers withdrew thirty c.ises and one law- 
yer withdrew seventeen cases. Follow 
Ing the Institution of that drive, Mayor 
Curley said, claims In tho city dropped 
more than fifty per cent. He said that 
ho is satisfied that all of the people o£ 
tho Ktate except those connected with 
tho Insurance Interests feel that they ai-e 
paying too much for Insurance. 

Attitude of Mayors 

At the conference held at City Hall a 
few days ago. Mayor Curley remarked, 
the mayors and selectmen of various 
cities and towns were recorded in favor 
of tho financial responsibility system 
which is now in force in Connecticut. 
Some changes, he said, may be neoessary, 
but it was the general feeling at tho con- 
ference that a comliinatlon of the demerit 
system and the financial responsibility 
system should be put into effect here. 
Under the present system a man of lim- 
ited means could be driven off the high- 
way with thn rates being increased con- 
tinually. 

With regard to the demerit system the 
mayor said that careless drivers could be i 
driven off tlin lilglnvays under such nro- 
vlslons which penalize a driver who has 
been in one .iceldent ten per cent, twenty- 
five per cent for the second accident, 
fifty for Mie tliird and for a fourth he 
would be jiermanently barred from oper- 
ating an automobile In tho .State. "Tho 
real error which we have made in the 
pa.st," tlie mnynr s.'iid, "is to submit to 
rates which you Imve announced. We 
have come here and protested and we 
have vigorously denounced you, hut the 
Legislature does not convene until Janu- 
ary and theso interests which are com- 
plaining of Insufficient earnings orgnn- 
ized an .■ictivp lobby which operated be- 
tween the time the rates were announced 
nno tho T^egislnture convened and those 
who were so vociferous In their opposi- 
tion were clubbed Into silence or given a 
'vacation ticket," which would keep 
them .away until the rates went Into 
elTecf."

Increase in crime has been met by ai 
Increase in the number of arrests, ac 
cording to Police Commissioner EuReni 
C. Hultman, in conchislons drawn fron 
statistics sent to Mayor Curley today 
The Hultman report covers murder casei 
and other crimes of violence and runf 
down through police trial board case; 
and raids conducted by Federal authori- 
ties. It was sent to the mayor in answei 
to his request of Aug. 29 tor data or 
certain crimes in the twelve months 
from Aug. 1, 1030, and for a list of ofli- 
cers tried by the trial board (n the same 
period. 

The commissioner's letter or report is 
based, he says, on data collected l)y Su- 
pprmten(if>nt of I'olice Crowley, wnose 
letter al.so w.'is sent to the mayor. The 
final paragraph of .Superintendent Crow- 
ley's letter says: "It is my opinion that 
the discipline and morale of the depart- 
ment are of a higher standard today 
than they have been for many years." 

"Appreciating the limitation nf figures 
for any one jjerlod," Commissioner flult- 
mari writes, "I .also directed that similar 
data be collected for a period of tlio 
same length immediately preceding the 
one mentioned in your letter for com- 
parative purposes, which information I 
hoiie will be helpful to you in your study 
of this matter."

Have Increased in Year 



Police (Jommissioner Hultman sub- 
mitted to Mayor Curley this afternoon 
file detailed rtporl of police activities 
in certain fields, covering the past two 
years, which was recuntly formally re- 
quested by the Mayor. 

Mayor Curley will now study the re- 
port, and his action upon It, if any. 
will be watched interestedly by those 
who have heard tulk in political circles 
that he is at the back of a movement to 
effect the removal of Mr Hultman as 
Police Commissioner by Gov Kl.v. 

The Hultman report Indicates that 
the total number of murders and man- 
slaughter cases for the approximately 
one year Mr Hultman has been com- 
misBloner is about the same as the 
records on those matters for the year 
preceding. 

But there has been a sharp increa.-e 
in the year endinjj Aug 31, last, in 
the number of cases of hreahing ami 
entering, over the total of the preced- 
ing year. In the face of this poor 
showing, Mr Hultman Is able to state 
that the police have establislied tu 
improved record of arrest of per.son.s 
connected with these crimes. 

The year ended Aug 31, last, nlsr. 
shows a great Increase in the number 
of cnses of robbery over the totMl for 
the preceding year. But the Hultmnn 
report also shows Improved police e(ii- 
clency In arrests and convictions se- 
cured, it appear.s. 

In the year ending Aug 31, 77 polio?, 
men were haled before the Trial 
Board, as against a totiil of 56 tor 
the preceding year, and 16 men were 
dismissed and 14 resigned from the 
department, with charges pending. It 
is admitted. 

The records show that during the 
past year there has been an Increase 
In the. number nf Ilnuor raids made by 



the local police, but a decrease in the 
amount of liquor seized. 



'J4! Arrests for Breaks 

The total number of cases of break- 
ing and entering reported to the police 
lor the period ended Aug 31, last, wns 
1869, as against a total of only i;>45 
i?uch complains for the preceding 
year. But the police arrested 741 per- 
sons in connection with these crimes in 
the period ended Aug 31, last, as 
against the 3S3 convictions secured for 
the lesser total of breaking and enter- 
ing cases in the preceding year. Of the 
total number of cases of breaking and 
entering reported to tlie police in the 
year ended Aug 31, there were no ar- 
rests in 838 of the cases, whereas the 
police failed to arrest any one in con- 
nection with 649 of the cases, whereas 
the police failed to arrest any one In 
<:onnection with 649 of the cases in the 
preceding year. , 

In the crime of armed robbei-y, there 
were 204 cases complained of to the 
police in the pa.it year, as against a 
total of 126 cases for the year preced- 
ing. There was also an Increase in 
the latter peri.>d in the number of 
robberies unarmed. 124 as against 94 
for the year preceding. 

Mr Hultman writes: "In consider- 
ing crimes of violence, such as break- 
ing and entering, robbery, armed and 
unarmed, you v.-ill readily understand 
that the volume and incidence of vio- 
lent crimes are affected partly by cir- 
cumstances beyond the scope of polico 
influence, such as economic, social and 
other conditions."

first. He was overruled by Brown, who announced 
precedence would be given those from distant parU 
of the State. There was a second uproar — (his 
lime of hearty applause, however, when Mayor 
James M. Curiey spoke, denouncing the insurance 
companies and crooked lawyers, whom he blamed
